Pekin, July 13.—Sir Lian Chen, secre- 
tary of the Chinese embassy to the cor- 
onation of King Edward, was today ap- 
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pointed Chinese minister to the United 
States. | 


New ministers to Ruesia, France and 
Italy have also been named. The: selec- 
tions for these posts show that the dow- 
ager empress continues to regard the dip- 
lomatic service as unimportant. None of 
the appointees ts of higher than the blue 
buttom renk and none has held any im- 
portant office. All of them except Liang 
Chen Tung are known to the foreign 
community. Liang Chen Tung’s appoint- 
ment pleases the Americans there. Tne 
newly appointed diplomat was educated 
in America. He is a graduate of Yale 
and is able, dignified and ‘honest. He is 
the first of the body of students sent to 
America in the seventies to receive recog- 
nition befitting their accomplishments, 
the Chinese offitials naving disliked them 
because of their progressive views. 

Wu Was Not Surprised. 

Washington, July 13.—Mr. Wu, the Chi- 
nese minister at Washington, was not sur- 
prised to hear of the appointment of a 
successor to himself, as he has been ex- 
pecting an announcement of this charac- 
ter for some time. He hed received no- 
tice that his services would be required 
in another capacity, and for this reason 
has been prepared to hear of the naming 
of his successor at any time. Sir Laing 
Chen, the newly appointed minister. is 
a comparatively young man, being only a 
little over 40 years of age. Like the pres- 
ent minister, he is said to be a man of 
progressive ideas, whose opiniogs have 
been formed from his education, which 
was received partly in the United States, 
from his former connection with the Ohi- 
nese embassy here, and from his contact 
with European civilization, in the course 
of several special missions. Chen was

Business Men as Mediators. 

Houston, Tex., July 13®-The striking 
shopmen of the Southern Pacific today ac- 
cepted the offer of prominent business 
men to act as a mediator and a meeting 
is to be held tomorrow, at which the mat- 
ter will be discussed between the business 
men and strikers. 
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who were sent to the United States about 
twenty years ago for the purpose of com- 
pleting their education.

While Chang 
was minister to Wachington some years 
ago, Chen served as interpreter during the 
three years of his incumbency; Tater he 
was secretary of a special mission sent 
to Japan, and when the jubilee of Queen 
Vicoria was celebrated he filled a simi- 
lar position to the embassy which went 
to London. It was from his connection 
with the latter mission that he obtained 
knighthood and received the title of sir. 
Last yvear when China dispatched a’ spe- 
cial mission to Germany to make formal 
apologies for the murder of Baron Von 
Ketteler, Chen was a member of the 
party. 

Minister Wu has not been officiuly ad- 
vised of the appointment of his suc- 
cessor. 

The retiring minister, Mr. Wu, has been 
at this capital since April, 1897. His re- 
jations with the administrations of Presi- 
dents McKinley and Roosevelt have been 
of a most cordial character. The ordinary 
term of ministers of the Chinese uiplo- 
matic service is three years and they are 
not reappointed. Mr. Wu's term of ser- 
vice, however, has been continued jndefi- 
nitely from time to time. He was of 
great assistance to his government dur- 
ing the boxer troubles. Several montas 
ago he was appointed a member of the 
commission to codify the existing Cninese 
laws and prepare a set of modern laws for 
his country, and it is this business that 
in all probability the Chinese government 
ras in store for him when he returns to

ONE SIGNATURE IS NEEDED. 


Other Ministers Agree on Tien Tsin’s 
Restoration. 

' Pekin, July 13.—The foreign ministers 
to China have agreed upon the condition 
for the restoration of the government of 
Tien Tsin to China and these conditions 
onl¢ await the signature of the Italian 
minister, the Marquis Salvago Raggi, who 
is absent, for presentation to the Chinese 
government. According to the conditions 
the thirty kilometer radius from which 
Chinese troops are excluded is reduced to 
twenty kilometer, the limitation of the 
number of police which the Chinese may 
maintain within the radius is eliminated, 
and the concessions granted by the pro- 
visional government are ignored. 


PARIS IS IN HOLIDAY ATTIRE 


Celebration of the Fall of the Bas- 
tile. 

Paris, July 13.—While the official ob- 
servance ofthe fete nationale on the an- 
niversary of the fall of the Bastile does 
not begin until tomorrow, Parisians to- 
day took advantage of the fine, cool 
weather to begin the celebration with pil- 
grimages of the Alsatian and other pa- 
triotic societies to place wreaths upon 
the statue of Strassburg in the Place de 
la Concorde and upon the monuments to 
Jeanne D’Arc and Gambetta. The city 
everywhere is gay with bunting and nu- 
merous American and Russian flags are 
mingled with the French tri-color. The 
principal streets and boulevards were 
thronged throughout the afternoon and 
upon the approach of evening the pro- 
prietors of many cafes and wine shops 
set tables in the streets, which were soon 
occupied by diners. As darkness gathered 
open air balls were started around the 
band stands which had been erected in 
every available space, and these are now 
in full swing, with every prospect of cuon- 
tinuing until dawn. 


MONT PELEE ERUPTS AGAIN. 


Two Towns Covered With Stones and 
Cinders. 


July 13.—Last night and today Mont Pe- 
lee was in eruption, the activity bcing 
as great as that of Saturday and Wednes- 
day last. Morne Rouge and Maconia 
were covered with stones and cinders and 
were rendered uninhabitable for several 
hours. The volcAno emitted ta dense col- 
umn of flame and at the same time elec- 
trical phenomena were observed. There 
were no fateties, but the inhabitants of 
the northern pant of the island were panic 
stricken.

KING: EDWARD ACCEPTS. 
AND APPOINTS: BALEOUR 


Sketches of the Retiring and the New 
Premiers—Causes of the Change 
and Comment of the Brit- 
ish Pression the Sit- 
uation. 


London, July 18.—The marquis of 
Salisbury has resigned the premier- 
ship of Great Britain and Right Hon. 
A. J. Balfour, the first lord of the 
treasury and government leader in 
the house of mons, has been ap- 
pointed to succeed him. 

The marquis of Salisbury tendered 
his resignation at an audience which 
he had with King Edward last Fri- 


day. o. * 
Yesterday Mr. Balfour visited the 
king and accepted the: premiership. 


SKETCHES OF SALISBURY 
AND OF HIS SUCCESSOR 
Arthur T. B.: Balfour, the successor to 
the premiership, is the son of a sister of 
Lord Salisbury, bi in spirit is widely 
different from hig{relative. The elder 
man is called eyn Gal; the younger has 
been styled a sent#mentalst. Lord Salis- 
‘bury is positive, dia torial, reserved. Mr. 
Balfour is speculatf™, genial and lovable.

nephew in the closet of ‘the cabinet. Both 
are interested in religion... Salisbury be- 
gan as a devoted Anglician and has be- 
come a scientific agnostic. Balfour began 
as a scientific doubter and has ended as 
an apologist for dogmatic religion. More- 
over, both are, at the bottom, literary 
men who have applied themselves to af- 
fairs. 

Arthur James Balfour was born in 
Scotland July 25, 1848, the son of James 
Maitland Balfour and Lady ilanche Gas- 
coigne Cecil, daughter of the second mar- 
quis of Salisbury. He is, therefore, now 
54 years of age and he has been a bach- 
elor all his Nife. He united the blood of 
one of the canniest of Scottish tribes 
with that of the patrician and accom- 
plished Cecils. Arthur Balfour was edu- 
cated at Eton and Cambridge. He was 
lackadaisical and went by the name of 
“Aunt Clara.” Later in London he was 
accounted as ‘“‘soulful,”’ and admiring la- 
dies called him “‘King Arthur.” He in- 
vented the policy of ‘killing the Irish 
with kindness.”’ The elegant valetudina- 
rian young man, what Americans call a 
“sissy,’’ proved to have a hand of steel 
in a velvet glove. 

Since 189% Mr. Balfour may be described 
as having been in a state of quiescence, 
or acquiescence. He is a favorite with 
women and the clergy. Women are at- 
tracted by his spirituality and the clergy 
by his theological accomplishments. He 
is long, thin and angular; mostly legs 
and arms and head. 

Robert Arthur Talbot Gasciogne Cecil, 
marquis of Salisbury, earl of Salisbury, 
Viscount Cranborne and Baron Cecil, was 
three times prime minister of Great 
Britain. He is a Knight of the Garter, 
a grand seigneur, an accomplished schol- 
ar and a haughty and honorable gentle- 
man of the old school. Since Queen 
Victoria's death his retirement has been 
foreseen and the conclusion of peace ren- 
dered it possible. 

This is the end of a long and remarka- 
ble career. No other Englishman since 
Gladstone has wielded such power, and 
since the fall of the Bismarckian no other 
influence in Ewrope has counted as his. 
He has directed the foreign policy of 
Britain longer than any other minister 
since Pitt and with more lasting result 
than any other since Palmerston. He 
was born February 3, 1830, was educated 
at Eton and Oxford. He has been for 
peace in Europe and for the closest 
friendship possible with America. Prob- 
ably his greatest achievement has been 
the policy he may be said to have inau- 
gurated toward the United States. All 
the world was in a tumult when Presi- 
dent Cleveland published his Venezuelan 
message. Salisbury remained cool. He 
relied on negotiations, pacific, able, sin- 
cere. In the time of the Spanish war he 
lent America the whole moral influence 
of Great Britain. 

His retirement was practically arrans- 
ed at an audience of Lord Salisbury with 
the king a month ago, to be coinvident 
with his majesty’s coronation, but the 
king’s-iliness interfered with these plans 
and compelled Lord Salisbury to wait till

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his majesty was sufficiently recovered to 
attend to state business, 

Though alcrt mentally, the retiring pre- 
mier’s physical condition, especially since 
the death of his wife, has not bec satis- 
factory. That loss seemed to affect him 
greatly, and since that time he has done 
little entertaining beyond purely official 
annual dinners and receptions. Is a so- 
cial aspect, however, Mr. Balfour’s acces- 
sion is not expected to make much dif- 
ference, neither Mr. Balfour nor his sis- 
ter, who acts as his hostess, being very 
fond of society. 

RESIGNATION MADE TO 
KEEP OFFICE IN FAMILY 

Thomas Power O’Connor, member of 
parliament, in an interview had with him 
by a respresentative of the Associated 
Press tonight summed up the situation 
in connection with the resignation of 
Lord Salisbury and the appointment of 
Mr. Balfour as follows: 

“The resignation of Lord Salisbury was 
expected in connection with®the corona- 
tion of King Edward, but when the coro- 
nation did not take place there grew up 
an idea that perhaps the premler’s resig- 
nation was indefinitely postponed. Old 
men cling to power and it was supposed 
that Lord Salisbury was not free from 
the weakness of so many others. This 
prospect did not quite satisfy his col- 
leagues. Lord Salisbury’s health has 
been notoriously: indifferent, especially 
since the death of his wife. His extreme 
obesity ,is of course, inconsistent with 
activity, either of mind or body, and 
there were whispers that he, sometimes, 
was overcome by sleep in the midst of 
momentous cabinet councils and that he 
only awoke when the discordant voices 
of Joseph Chamberlain, colonial secre- 
tary, @nd Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, chan- 
celtor of the exchequer, the two. chicf 
opponents in the cabinet, reached an un- 
usually high pitch. 

“‘Once or twice, too, lately, in the house 
of lords he has shown a certain want of 
grip that was almost painful. For in- 
stance, when the terms of peace in South 


_Africa had to _be announced, he calmly 


asked the house of. lords whether they 
desired to hear. the. words of Lord Kitch- 
ener’s dispatch, as though the communi- 
cation was really of little or ‘no impar- 
tance. Probably his resignation now has 
been influenced partly by the desire to 
make sure of the succession being in the 
Cecil family and still more with a view 
to prevent the accession of Mr. Cham- 
berlain. No man could be more adversé 
than is Lord Salisbury to supreme power 
being in the hands of so impulsive, res‘*- 
less and arrogant a politician as the 
colonial secretary. Though they had 
been made political bed-fellows by 
necessity, Lord Salisbury and Mr. Cham- 
berlain remained apart and were secretly 
hostile to each other. In addition, the 
accession of Mr. Chamberlain might in- 
volve the immediate dismissal of Lord 
Cranbourne, under secretary of the for- 
eign office, and the earl of Selborne, first 
lord of the admiralty, and one the son 
and the other the son in law of Lord 
Salisbury. and it must also have meant 
such a paling of the star of Mr. Balfour 
as to practically destroy his prestige. 

‘It is doubtful, in any case, that the 
rank and file of the tory party would 
have accepted Mr. Chamberlain. willing- 
ly. They use him, but they do not like 
him. There is a certain section of young 
tories who do not love Balfour, think- 
ing him slack, decadent and lethargic, 
but he is still the darling of the straight 
conservatives, and his appointment 
would be even more popular with his po- 
Htical opponents than with his political 
friends. Despite his many faults, Mr, 
Balfour remains the most popular figure 
in the house of commons, and his very 
faults help him in this respect. If he 
be Indolent, he is also courteous, tolerart 
and broad-minded, and he will not insult 
other mations as Mr. Chamberlain has 
done. His tongue is well under restraint 
and he has all the instincts of a gentle- 
man. 

“I regard the change as beneficial to 
Ireland in the long run. Mr. Balfour has 
had much experience with Ireland, and, 
though he is not a home ruler, all his 
old animosity has disappeared and he is 
just the man to propose a solution of the 
long outstanding difficulties. But Mr. 
Balfour does not come into Office at a 
very happy moment... The education Dill, 
which he is piloting through the ‘house of 
commons, arouses tremendous religious 
passions on both sides, and it is doubtful 
if he wilt be able to carry it through 
without such concessions to his political 
opponents as will exasperate some of his 
political friends. The aftermath of. the 
war has also come and the majority of the 
government, though large, is wanting in 
cohesion. But it is useless speculating 
further; the unexpected is always the 
dominant factor in 7nglish politics.’ 
CHANGES IN CABINET 

WILL PROBABLY BE MADE. 

Although Lord Salisbury’s resignation 
does not necessarily involve the recon- 
struction of the cabinet, it is believed 
there will be some changes. It is not 
considered unlixely that some of the min- 
isters will be made peers in order to 
make room for new blood in the cabinet. 
It has been the idea that Mr. Balfour 
would be elevated to the peerage, leav- 
ing Mr. Chambriain to lead the house 
of commons, the notion being that this 
arrangement would be the best to concil- 
jate the divergent interests of the cabi-

Al- 
though he had been in ill health for 
several years and had recently become 
very weak, his death came as a surprise 
to the members of the family, who had 
watched by his bedside for some days. 

Dropsy of the heart was the immediate 
eause of his death. About three years 
ago he suffered a partial stroke of paraly- 
sis, from which he never fully recovered. 
Saturday evening and yesterday morning 
he appeared rather better than ysual, 
but about noon he began sinking rap- 
idly and passed away several hours 
later. 

Dr. Holland was one of the town's pio- 
neer citizens. At the time of his death he 
was 71 years of age and had been a resi- 
dent of Atlanta since 1874. He is survived 
by his wife and two sons, Dr. Frank 
Holland, of this city, and S. J. Holland, 
a prominent business man of Chicago. 
Dr. Holland has been a constant attend- 
ant at the bedside of his father, but he 
did not anticipate his death at this time. 
He was with his father until a late hour 
Saturday evening and left him appar- 
ently feeling considerably better. He 
was also gratified to find the elder Hol- 
land resting easily yesterday morning, 
and had returned to the city, when he 
was notified by telephone of his father’s 
critical condition. He arrived about the 
time Dr. Holland breathed his last. The 
other son, 8S. J. Holland, was commu- 
nicated with at Chicago, and it is ex- 
pected that he will come to Atlanta at 
once.

Price, 
of the Cambria company, granting formal 
permission to resume operations in all sec- 
tions of the mine, except the Klondike, 
fin the morning. | The Klondike workings 
will likely be closed for severaj days until 
perfect secufity is assured through the 
bratticing of openings and repairs neces- 
pitated by the explosion. 

' Two more deaths of rescued victims 
have occurred since jast night. Early this 
morning John Sehr and Yasante Sibilia 
died at the Cambria general hospital. 
These men were among the six living 
fast brought out of the mine Friday after- 
noon,,of which four’ others have died. 
These deaths raise the total fatalities to 
114, although the company records iave 
it one less. Much confusion thas attend- 
ed the compilation of the record.

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Secretary Hay Applies for Greene 
and Gaynor’s Extradition. 


TO CABLE REQUEST AT ONCE 


Action of State Department is Inde- 
pendent of Proceedings Now On 
in Canada. 


Washington, July 13.—Steps have been 
taken by the state department for the 
extradition to the United States of Colonel 
John F. Gaynor and Captain Benjamin D. 
Greene, now under arrest at Quebec, Can- 
ada. A formal applitation for their extra- 
dition has \peen made by Secretary Hay 
to Mr. Raikes, charge d'affaires of the 
British embassy, who is now at Newport, 
and who, it is expected, will cable tae re- 
quest profptly to his government. The 
grounds on which extradition is issued are 
comprehensive in character. 

This action of the state department is 
independent of the proceedings now in 
progress to obtain the extradition of the 
men through’ ordinary. judicial process. 
The secretary. has not yet acted on the 
suggestion of the department of justice, 
that there were obstructions placed in the 
way of the Canadian proceedings by rea- 
son of the -connection of relations be- 
tween counsel for Messrs. Greene and 
Gaynor and the crown officers.

DRAYAGE CHARGES ON 
COMPETITIVE COMMODITIES 


Southern Railway Will Issue a Sim- 
ilar Tariff Today—Louisville- 
£t. Louis Lines Not Affect- 
ed by the New Tariff—B. 

& O. Stands Alone. 


Louisville, Ky., July 13.—-The Sunday de- 
velopment in the rate war which has in- 
terested Louisville shippers and railroad 
men the past two weeks, was the issuing 
‘by the Illinois Central of a circular that, 
effective July 12, drayage charges will be 
assumed in this city on competitive com- 
modities, inbound or outbound. These 
charges are to be paid on the articles in 
any quantity, car loads or less. The new 
tariff restricts the territory in which the 
inbound articles may originate and to 
which the outbound articles may be con- 
signed to points in the southeast south 
of the Ohio and Potomac rivers and east 
‘of the Mississippi river, Arkansas, Louisi- 
ana, California, Oregon, Arizona, Okla- 
|homa and Indian Territory, also Mexico. 

The Southern railway will issue a simi- 
lar tariff tomorrow to become effective 
July.17 also. It is necessary to give the 
interstate commerce commission’ three 
‘days’ notice of a new tariff, and the 
Southern officials will wire theirs to 
Washington tomorrow. The Illinois Cen- 
tral’s new tariff was mailed today. 

By the territory being confined to the 
south, the roads operating through the St. 
Louis gateway to the southwest are not 
eliminated from the war. The Southern 
being already in the fight, its Louisville- 
St. Louis Hnes will not be affected. The 
Henderson route will, of course, work in 
connection with the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, inasmuch as it uses the Louisville 
and Nashvile road from Evansville to 
St. Louis. This leaves the Baltimore and 
Ohio southwestern alone, and it may be 
the next line drawn into the war. 


DELEGATES ARE ARRIVING. 


Great Miners’ Convention To Be Held 
at Indianapolis. ‘ 

Indianapolis, Ind., July 13.—The advance 
guard of delegates to the great miners’ 
convention, which will meet in this city 
Thursday, will arrive tomorrow morning. 
The Ohio men will probably be che first to 
get in, as word was received today from 
William Richards, of the Ohio organiza- 
tion, that their delegatign would arrive 
Monday in large numbers. 

Whether a genera] strike will be ordered 
or not will be the great question of the 
convention, What action the miners will 
take is only problematical. The national 
officers of the miners’ organization are ex- 
pected to oppose this movement. The rad- 
ical element, which is in favor of the 
general tie-up, will have a great deal of 
Btrength in the meeting, however, and 
‘may be able to control affairs. 

The five districts that called the conven- 
tion—the three anthracite districts of 
Péhnsylivania,, with ‘West Virginia and 
Michigan—will -probably vote for the gen- 
eral strike. A majority vote is all that is 
needed to decide on this action, and the 
five districts will have over one-third the 
nominal voting strength of the conven- 
tion. - 

The districts which called the conven- 
tion will control about ane-half the con- 
vention. There are locals scattered all 
over the other districts which were dis- 
satisfied with the scale adopted at the last 
convention, and if enough of these send 
radical delegates to make a majority by 
voting with the districts where strikes are 
pending the general tie-up will undoubted- 
ly be ordered. 

The greatest hope that the convention 
will defeat the proposition for a general 
strike comes from the fact that the miners 
are still willing, apparently, to follow the 
advice of President Mitchell. From al] 
advices received al] over the mining re- 
gion it is evident that many of the dele- 
gates are instructed to follow his sugges- 
tions under ail circumstances. While Mr. 
Mitchell has never expressed himself on 
the question of the general strike, it is 
believed he is opposed to it, except as a 
last resort. 

The greatest opposition to the general 
strike will come from Ohio, Indiana, IIlI- 
nois and the* bituminous field of Pennsyl- 
vania. These districts have an agreement 
with the operators and the men are op- 
posed to breaking the contract. 

it is almost a foregone conclusion that 
the convention will take steps to provide 
a defense fund for the anthracite strikers 
whether a general tie-up is decided on or 
not,

SALISBURY DESIRES TO BE 
QUIET IN HIS OLD AGE. 

The fact of the Tesignation of the 
premiership of Great Britain by Lord 
Salisbury as foreshadowed in the dis- 
patches of the Associated Press was offi- 
cially given out this evening. The 
prime minister laid’ down the responsi- 
bility of his office July 11. Within 
twenty-four hours his majesty elevated 
A. J. Balfour, the . government’s chief 
representative in the house of commons, 
to the position of the premier. 

While it was expected in official and 
political circles that Lord Salisbury’s re-. 
tirement would be coincident with the 
coronation of King Edvard, it was scarce- 
ly looked for prior to that event. Conse- 
quently about the only surprise express- 
ed as the news spread through London 
concerned the date rather than the fact 
of the resignation. The real interest was 
not so much in reference to Lord Salis- 
bury’s withdrawal as it was in the ap- 
pointment of his’ successor. 

The liveliest speculation is rife as to 
the personnel of the new cabinet. The 
most discussed feature of the pending 
changes is the position of Mr. Chamber- 
lain, the colonial secretary, who, in many 
quarters, has been regarded as the most 
promising candidate for the premiership. 

A representative of the Associated 
Press learns that prior to the acceptance 
of his new office, Mr. Balfour first had an 
interview with Mr. Chamberlain, and 


then consulted with his other cabinet as- 


This is regarded as assurance 
that the future relative positions of 
Messrs. Balfour and Chamberlain will 
be satisfactory to both. Mr. ‘Chamber- 
lain’s friends say he always recognized 
the reversion of the premiership to be 
Mr. Balfour’s right as government lead- 
er in the house of commons. 

As to Lord Salisbury’s withdrawal, the 
main reason is considered by practically 
all the best informed persons to have 
been simply a-desire for a quiet life on 
the part of a mar advanced in years, 
whose activities have been unusual, and 
whose scientific tastes predispose him to 
study and seclusion. That the retiring 
premier’s health has failed, to some ex- 
tent, is undeniable, but this perhaps is to 
be expected in a man of his years, and the 
close of the war in South Africa and the 
return of the commanding general there 
is considered to be an appropriate time 
for his withdrawal. 


COMMENT OF THE PRESS 


ON SALISBURY’S ACTION 

The Times, in an editorial on the 
change, says: 

“Our relations with all powers, great 
and small,.are excellent and seem to 
promise us the enjoyment of continued 
tranquillity abroad. Lord Salisbury has 
the proud gratification of feeling, as he 
recommends his kinsman as his successor, 
that in no fitter or more worthy hends 
could power be placed.’’ 

Reviewing Lord Salisbury’s life work, 
The Times gays: ‘ 

“Another precious achievement has been 
the steady building up, in circumstances 
of no small difficulty, of the excellent un- 
derstanding that now exists between 
Great Britain and the United 
States. That has been the chief work of 
his last years in office. It is a fitting 
crown for a life of successful and honor- 
able service, devoted to the highest in- 
terests of the British people.” —

~ ITALY'S KING 


Victor Emmanuel Greeted on 
His Arrival at St. 
Petersburg, 


NICHOLAS II AND CABINET 
MEET HIM AT RAILWAY 


Grand Banquet is Given to King Vic- 
tor in Hall of Peter the Great. 
Speech of the Czar and 
Response of the 
King. 


St. Petersburg, July 13.—Emperor 
Nicholas II, wearing the chain or the 
order of the Annunziata; the czarowitch, 
the Russian grand dukes, Count Lams- 
dorff, the minister of foreign affairs; the 
other cabient ministers and a number of 
officers, greeted King Vietor Emmanuel 
of Italy upon his arrival at the railway 
station here at 4:30 o'clock this afternoon, 
Preceded by a band playing the Italian 
national anthem, a guard of honor es- 
corted their majesties to the palace, 
where the czarina and dowager empress 
welcomed King Victor. A banquet in 
honor of the royal guest was given in 
the hall of Peter the Great, in the palace, 
at which the cabinet ministers, the mem- 
bers of the Italian embassy and high 
court dignitaries qere present. Count 
Lamsdorff, at the czar’s command, hand- 
ed to Signor Prinetti, Italian minister of 
foreign affairs, who accompanied King 
Victor, on his arrival, the Insignia of the 
order of St, Alexander Newski. 

Official papers extend to King Vicfor 
a Sympathetic greeting, declaring that the 
interest of Russia and Italy are antag- 
onistic in no quarter whatsoever, At the 
banquet the czar, in toasting the king, 
said: 

“It is with lively and deep satisfaction 
that we greet your majesty, and it ts 
especially agreeable to us that your 
majesty has begun your travels by visit- 
ing us. The whole of Russia sees therein 
a fresh proof of the bonds of true friend- 
ship, which unite us and identifies itself 
with our sentiments. These feelings of 
mutual sympathy, which are increasingly 
apparént between our two peoples, favor 
the development of the most desirable 
relations and interests of the two coun- 
tries. I thank your majesty sincerely 
for your visit, and I raise my glass to 
the glory and happiness of your august 
person, of Queen Helene, of the queen 
dowager and of the whole royal family. 
I drink prosperity to Italy.’’ 

The band then played the Itallan an- 
them. King Victor Emmanuel, in reply. 
said: 

“T thank your majesty for your hearty 
welcome, and for the gracious words 
with which you have referred to me, to 
my country and to the ties of personal 
friendship which heartily unfte us. The 
good relations which have long: existed 
beween Russia and Italy make my visit 
spefially agreeable ¢09 me. I come to St. 
Petersburg with the approval of my peo-

The Times states that Lord Salisbury’s 
resignation was not caused by any politi- 
cal gifferences with his colleagues in the 
cabinet and says: 

“We understand that the king was very 
anxious to mark in some special manner 
his high sense of the great service Lord 
falisbury has rendered to the state and 
expressed a desire to bestow upon the re- 
tiring minister some conspicuous promio- 
tion or decoration; but Lord Salisbury 
begged to be allowed to decline the pro- 
posed honor. There is reason to believe 
that the king sought Lord Salisbury’s 
advice as to his successor and that the 
retiring prime minister suggested Mr. Ba!- 
four. A message was thereupon sent from 
the palace to Mr. Balfour at the house of 
commons, feeling that it was impossible 
to respond to the king’s wishes without 
having secured concurrence and support 
of Mr. Chamberlain, Mr. Balfour immedi- 
ately drove to the colonial secretary’s 
house and saw him in his sick room. We 
are in a position to state that he was met 
in the most cordial manner and that Mr. 
Chamberlain recognized that Mr. Bal- 
four was the natural successor to the 
premiership and assured him of his en- 
tire support. 

“The change in the premiership will 
ceftainly involve ultimately other min- 
isterial changes, but as the king is leav- 
ing town, it is possible that none will be 
considered for some weeks, as no office is 
yacatit except that of keeper of the privy 
seal, the present cabinet can carry on 
the work as long as necessary and as Wr.

The public was not disposed to relieve 
speculators of the loans and securities 
they were carrying, and three minor 
failures resulted. The market was again 
obliged to borrow considerably from the 
bank in order to meet the demands for

Paris is again buying gold in London,

Dr. Holland was born January 6, 1831 
in Columbia county, Georgia. When 
a young man he went west with a rela- 
tive and took up his residence in Missis- 
sippil. While in that state he made the 
acquaintance of Miss Mary A. Bussey, 
whose people were Georgians, and they 
were married. Then he went to Texas, 


but remained in that state but a shert : 


while. En route home he stopped at New 
Orleans and while there unuvortook the 
study of dentistry under a Frenchman 
who had won considerable renown in the 
south in his profession. 

Came from Augusta. 

As a full-fledged dentist Dr. Holland 
returned to his native state and opened 
an office in Augusta. In January, 1874, he 
removed to this city and became one of 
its best known and most respected citi- 
zens. Of a genial nature, he made 
friends rapidly, and it was only a short 
time until he became a man of impor 
tance in the community. He was modest 
and retiring and always declined to ac- 
cept public office, although he might have 
been elected to positions of trust and 
responsibility any number of times. 

He took great interest in his profes- 
sion, and, it is said, was one of the yery 
first dentists making.a study of his work 
who opened an office in Atlanta. He was 
one of the organizers of the state society 
of dentists and also of the organization 
composed of dentists throughout the 
south. The organization and establish- 
ment of the southarn dental college was 
largely due to his work and interest, for 
in connection with other prominent mem- 
bers of his profession, he conceived the 
idea of having such an institution here, 
and carried these plans to perfection. 

When he came here he had his offices 
at the corner of Whitehall and Alabama 
streets, and there they remained for 
more than twenty-five years. About 
eighteen years ago he went to West 
End, then a sparsely settled place, built 
a comfortable home and resided there 
until his death. He was one of the most 
interesting characters that Atlanta hag 
ever known, and his death will prové a 
loss to a large circle of friends, who 
considered themselves fortunate in hay- 
ing known him. Dr. Holland deariy 
loved a good joke or a good story. He 
could enjoy both equally .well, and it 
mattered little if the joke was on Him 
or he the victim of the story. 

He and the late Colonel George W. 
Adair were great friends, and during the 
days of the old horse car system these 
two, with their practical jokes and droll 
stories, provided amusement for thé 
passengers of the cars they patronized. 

Dr. Holland’s eldest son, Dr. Frank 
Holland, studied dentistry under his 
father, and some years ago was taken 
in as paftner.

TO NEGRO RACE 


h, Stinson Pleads for Law 
and Order 


Great Mass Meeting in Athens in In- 
terest of Morris Brown College 
in Atlanta—Mayor Rhodes 
Delivers Address—Prom- 
inent Negroes Present. 


Atthens, Ga., July 13.—(Special.)}—A great 
negro educational mass meeting !n tne in- 
terest of Morris Brown college, of Atlan- 
ta, was held here today in Pierce chapel, 
African Methodist Episcopal church, R. 
D. Stinson, collecting commissioner for 
the college, was in charge of the meet- 
ing. 

A number of prominent men, both waite 
and colored, were in attendance upon the 
meeting and addressed .the audience. 
Among these were Mayor J. F. 4.nodes, 
of Athens, and Rev. J. A. Davies, pas- 
tor of the First Methodist church. Promi- 
nent negroes present were James M. Hen- 
derson, Atlanta; J. A. Graves and Dr. 
W.H. Harris, of Atnens. 

The feature of the occasion was the 
address of R. D. Stinson. Collector Stin- 
son’s address was along the same line of 
his sermon at Big Bethel church, in At- 
lanta, a few weeks ago. His address to- 
day was a splendid effort, and showed 
that he had given to his subject the most 
careful thought. He urged the separation 
of the taxpaying, jaw-abiding, inuustrious 
and peaceful negroes from the criminal 
element of the race. He made a strong 
appeal for law and order among those of 
his own race, and emphasized the neces- 
sity of the discontinuance of the harbor- 
ing of criminal negroes by negroes. He 
maintained that the best element of the 
}race was willing to cooperate with the 
white people in the suppression of vice 
and crime. In spite of adverse criticism, 
he was determined to do all in bis power 
for the betterment of his race. His ad- 
ddress received the approbation of those 
present. 

Mayor Rhodes Speaks. 

Mayor Rhodes, in his address, pleaded 
for the right kind of education for tne 
negro. 

Rev. Mr. Davies, in his address, said 
in part: ‘‘The negro must do manual la- 
bor and for many years the white man 
must be the director. Both races could 
and should do more to cultivate friendly 
relations than tthey are doing.’’ He urged 
that duties as well as right and privi- 
leges belong to citizenship. 

James M. Henderson, president of Mor- 


plained that difference between industrial 
and higher education. He urged the ne- 
necessity of the negro race giving special 
attention to industrial training, and that 
they seek that training which would best 
fit each for his life’s work. He also show- 
ed the necessity of higher education for 
the leaders of the race. He strongly 
maintained that the negro should prepare 
more for living than for dying. 

Bishop Turner spoke on ‘‘The Relation 
of Southern White People to Negro Edu- 
cation.’’ His was a masterly effort. 

Dr, Harris and Professor Graves each 
made strong addresses,

J. B. Hughes, grocery merchant at No. 
24 Marietta street, has been missing 
since Saturday morning and there is an 
inexplicable mystery surrounding his sud- 
den disappearance. Every effort made by 
his relatives, police and city detectives to 
find the missing men has been fruitless. 
Not a trace of him has been obtained and 
the officers of the law ars without a 
gnadow of a clew to work upon 

It is one of the most mysterious disap- 
pearances that has ever cccurred in the 
city. Hughes is a young man, only 22 
years of age, and there could have been 
no family affairs to cause him to Wish 
to seek some other place for a home. He 
was never known to drink at all, not even 
moderately. He never gambled. He is, 
in fact, a young man of the highest moral 
character, without a blemish on his rec- 
ord either as a man or a citizen. 

He left his home, at No. 214 East Geor- 
gia avenue, Saturday morning after par- 
taking of his breakfast and was in the 
best of health and spirits. To his aunt, 
with whom he lived, he sail not a word 
that would have indicated that he con- 
templated any act which would have 
ended in his never returning home again. 

Lost Trace of Him. 

He went to his store and remained there 
until about 10 o’clock. At that hour he 
put on his hat, told one of his Clerks he 
had to go out to attend to some business 
matters, and walked out of the front 
door. 

And that was the last trace of him 
that can be found. 

A search was made for him all Satur- 
day afternoon and Saturday night and 
it was resumed yesterday morning. He 
Was not located, and no person could be 
found who had seen or heard anything 
of him after 10 o'clock Saturday morn- 
ing. After securing every possible clew, 
the officers of the law had to declare 
themselves completely baffled. Every 
imaginable theory was rejected as soon 
@s advanced. Did he leave the city? 
There was no reason for his having done 
so, and if he had decided to‘take such 
a step he would certainly have informed 
bis aunt or his clerks. Was he ona 
spree? Such a thing was impossible witb 
@ man of Hughes’ character for sobriety 
and temperance. Had he met with foul 
Play? Such could not have happened 
when he left his store in broad daylight 
only to walk a few squares.

Hurriedly arming them- 
selves with the nearest weapon at hand, 
they engaged the reptiles in conflict, 
meanwhile keeping on the alert to pre- 
vent any of the snakes from landing. 

Blows fel] vigorously into the bunch 
and one by one the snakes were killed. 
The place seemed literally swarming with 
the short twisting bodies and from the 
mouth of each one a small forked tongue 
was angrily darting.

Tobacco Industry in France. 

The capture of the British tobacco 
trade by rival British and American trusts 
gives point to some details as to the way 
they deal with these matters in France, 
savs The London News. According to the 
Direction Generale des Manufactures de 
)’Etat, the French tobacco monopoly pro- 
duces an average annual net revenue to 
the state of £13.000.00, and keeps an 
army of officials. clerks, inspectors 4nd 
work people. The tobacco is distributed 
throughout the country to district depots, 
and to these depots all the tobacconists 
in the neighborhood must go and buy 
their tobacco, paying for it in hard cash 
as and when they receive it, such a thing 
as trade credit being unknown to the to- 
bacco administration. 

Further. inspectors constantly visit the 
tobacco shops and overhaul the stock, 
entering up in books kept for that pur- 
pose the amount of stock at the time 
of their visit. The number of tobacco- 
nists’ shops, or bureaux des tabacs, is 
strictly limited. The government decides 
upon the number of to in

_ THE PASSING THRONG. 


The young college graduate was stand- 
ing in the lobby of the Kimball yester- 
day looking wise, smoking a supposedly 
good cigar, and with an air as if he 
owned this world and had a mortgage 
on the Elysian fields of the beyond, 

“I was just thinking,” said he to a 
group of college men standing around, 
“and speculating as to what was going 
to become of this great country of ours. 
Did you know that about 20,000 young 
lawyers were turned loose upon America 
by the colleges and universities last 
month? Now, the question I have been 
discussing with myself is, What will be- 
come of this large number of young 
champions of justice? Will they succeed, 
and will the country be better off for 
having them withm its confines? 

“I was just graduated last month, 
though not from a law school, hence I 
can discuss the question from an un- 
biased standpoint. 

“Now, it stands to reason that each 
of these young pleaders will not succeed 
as lawyers, for two reasons. First, the 
country does not need this many, and 
room will not be made for them. Sec« 
ond, it is not at all likely that each of 
them possesses the determination to 
stick to ft till success ts gained. 

“A short time ago I was talking with 
one of the leading legal] lights of Geor- 
gia, and asked him as to the advisabil- 
ity of following the profession. ‘Well,’ 
said he, ‘young man, if you do determine 
to practice law, make up your mind to 
Starve during the first five years of your 
career, if you have not sufficient income 
to tide you over this period. If at the 
end of this time you are still of the 
Opinion that to be a successful lawyer is 
the greatest desire of your life, then 
Stick to it; if you are not of this mind, 
then go into something else, for it takes 
just this amount of determination to 
win.’ 

“Now, some of these young law grad- 
uates will soon discover that in the work 
of a lawyer glory plays but an insignifi- 
cant part. Making a great speech on 
somé big occasion is not all that mod- 
ern lawyers have to do. There are 
hours of incessant toil, and days when 
there. is only the sing-song monotony 
of endless detail, and in these the law- 
yer must feel a genuine joy if he suc- 
ceeds. 

“Not for anything would I discour- 
age any of you, if you have chosen the 
law of vour profession, for there is no 
nobler calling than that of seeing that 
justice is always meted out. I can easily 
See how it is that the profession has 
such a fascination for men, for I should 
think a man could not be much happier 
in this world than when pleading before 
twelve of his fellow-countrymen he 
should be able to make them see as he 
sees, and think as he thinks, and hear 
them bring in a verdict in favor of his 
client. 

“This country is already full of law- 
yers, and getting fuller. Some will suc- 
ceed.and some will fail, but here's al- 
— to the lawyer, for we have to have 

im,”’ 


“The hard struggle that the unknown 
young lawyer has in a large city is a 
story that is seldom brought to the at- 
tention of the public,” renmarked the 
amateur philosopher. “And in many 
cases the story has all the essentials of 
a tragedy. 

“Tl have in mind the experience of a 
fine young fellow who, after bucking 
fate, or rather circumstances, for a year, 
left Atlanta and took charge of a Httle 
country school. The tragic tinge does 
not color this story, for the young lawyer 
was a level-headed, well-balanced fellow. 
Otherwise there might have been anoth- 
er little job for.the undertaker. 

“He was a country boy, with all of the 
desirable characteristics of his class—en- 
dowed with a superb constitution, nor- 
mally bright, and a boy of détermination. 

‘When ‘Peter. Stirling’ was at the 
height of its popularity, he by chance 
read the book. The graphic account of the 
removable success of Ford’s hero aroused 
his latent ambition, and he decided to 
go to college. Well, by. hard work ai@ 
continuous self-denial, he secured his 
bachelor’s degree from one of the col- 
leges of the state. He then taught 
school a year and secured the financial 
necessities for his law course. His career 
at the law school was promfsing. He took 
a high stand in dis class, won some lit- 
tle distinction as an orator, and, what 
is more important, showed by his ability 
for cloag reasoning that he had the legal 


trend of mind. 
“Then, as funds were at @ low ebb, 


an 
— 


he assumed the role of pedagogue for 
another year. At the conclusion of this 
service he came to Atlanta and hung out 
the proverbial shingle. 

“For one long year he haunted the 
courts, read law assiduously and paid 
his board promptly. His experience 
might be thus comprehensively described. 

“His energy, his brains, his knowledge 
of the law availed him naught. He 
did not get a single case. His cheerful 
optimism fought off despair and despera- 


tion, and his determination kept him go-. 


ing. 

‘“Penniless and half-starved, the other 
day he accepted a position as principal 
of a village school in north Georgia. 

“There have been many cases similar 
to this, I know, in which ability did not 
secure recognition. But my friend will 
succeed. In another year he will return 
to Atlanta and resume the fight.”

Johnson, “for college boys to go up 
against old and comparatively experienced 
men in a contest of this kind. It stands 
to reasén that if the contest is to be 
known and published as a college orator- 
ical contest that only college men should 
be allowed to enter. Of course, a man 
who has been preaching a year or prac- 
ticing law a year stands by far a better 
chance of winning out in the contest 
against a man who has been, during the 
year, attending to his college duties as 
well as making preparation for the con- 
test. 

“Professor Park, our English profes- 
sor, is very much opposed to the uni- 
versity again entering under these condi- 
tions, and the faculty agrees with him. 

“So far as the students are concerned 
they are offering no objection to the pres- 
ent arrangement, but the faculty is unan- 
imous in its objection.’’ 

The matter will not be finally settled, so 
Mr. Johnson says, till after the meeting 
of the special commission consisting of 
the president and English professors of 
the college concerned, who will meet and 
make recommendations to the oratorical 
association.

London’s Simple Pawnbrokers. 

London Globe: We imagine that few, 
if any, of our readers are aware of what 
‘“‘mosking”’ is, since even so experienced 
a magistrate as Mr. Sheil was compelled 
yesterday to confess to entire ignorance 
of both the word and the practice which 
it represents. Mosking is 
pawning, and there is, perhaps, no more 
remarkable calling pursued in all Lon- 
don. The ordinary citizen whom stress 
of circumstances drives to seek assist- 
ance from the goor man’s banker never 
expects to get the full value of his 
pledge, and recognizes that the pawn- 
broker could not live if he did. But the 
mosker looks not only for the value of the 
article, but for a profit on what he paid 
for it, and the amazing thing is that he 
gets it. There are, it appears, jewelers 
who make a specialty of supplying the 
mosker with the articles he requires, and 
who get up their goods so carefully as to 
deceive even the very elect among 
*‘uncles.’’ 

To such an extent had this gone that 
one lawyer yesterday described it as a 
“well-known custom of the trade,’ and 
certainly the results must be satisfac- 
tory to their clients, for we find that the 
result of the police inquiries is that ob- 
taining a living by pawning these goods 
for more than has been paid for them 
is a practice which quite extensively 
prevails. There is also an added refine- 
ment, which iticreases our respect for 
the intellect though not for the morals of 
the mosker. It seems that it is not pro- 
fessional to be contented with the profit 
made out of the pawnbroker. here 
must be another “‘turn’’ in the transac- 
tion besides that. The mosker, therefore, 
who 1s really at the head of his profes. 
sion, first pawns for 10s that for which 
he has given 6s, and ‘then sells the ticket 
to somebody else for 15s, alleging that 
the pledge is an unequaled bargain 
which is really worth 29s, and which only 
the avarice and obduracy of the pawn- 
broker drove him to part with it at 
the ridiculous figure marked on the 
ticket. If Montague Tigg could revisit 
the pale glimpses of the three golden 
balls he would find he had a good deal 
to learn nowadays.

In an article on ‘Social Life at the 
White House”’ in The Era Magazine, Anne 
Hollingsworth Wharton gives an account 
of the first president: 

“The president of the United States and 
Mrs. Washington request the pleasure of 
Mr. and Mrs. ——’s company to dinner 
next Tuesday at 4 o’clock. 


‘“‘An answer is requested.’’ 

It is interesting to notice that this old 
form of invitation is almost identical 
with that used by later presidents down 
to our own time. The theory of the sur- 
vival of the fittest is vindicated in this 
instance by the fact that, after more than 
a hundred years of experience in official 
etiquette, no more appropriate wording 
for an invitation to the white house has 
been found than that used by the first 
president and his wife. The form of 1n- 
vitation to dinners and receptions varied 
somewhat during the years between that 
early time and our own, especially when 
Mr. Jefferson was pleased to accentuate 
his democratic principles by omitting his 
Official title, as appears from invitations 
to the Harrison Smiths, Mr. and Mrs. 
Anthony Morris and other friends and 
contemporaries. One of these invitations 
reads as follows: 

“Th. Jefferson requests the favor of 
Mr. and Mrs. Smith to dine with him on 
Tuesday next (26th), at half after 3, and 
any friends who may be with them. 
April 25, 1803. 

“The favor of an answer is asked.”

i@ailroads Offer 17 1-2 Cents, but the 
Mien Say They Will Not Ac- 
cept It—Longshoremen Will 
Give Assistance to 
the Strikers. 


Chicago, July 13.—Final overtures for 
the settlement of the strike of freight 
‘handlers and teamsters were made at 
' meetings of the two parties tonight. At 
the instigation of the members of the 
Chicago board of arbitration, the freight 
handlers agreed to send committees to ail 
the railroads tomorrow morning.. This 
agreement was made after the board had 
announced to the union men that eight of 
the largest railroads entering Chicago 
had agreed to pay 171-2 cents an hour io 
truckers and pay for over time and to do 
“—_—s'"!away with the demand for a probation- 
ary period of service. 
’The general managers of two of the 
railroads seid tonight they had agrted ‘to 
no such proposition. They declared that 
when the committee should visit the 
‘railroad offices tomorrow morning the 


railroads will offer them the same terms 
as those which were rejected by the union 
men yesterday. The statement of the 
general managers destroyed the hope of 
p settlement of the strike tomorrow on 
Yhe Basis of the terms suggested by the 
general managers of the railroads. 

Even had the gencral managers not in- 
pisted upon maintaining their position it 
Is not probable that a settlement could be 
pettied. The freight handlers agreed to 
make another effort to reach a settlement 

“with the railroads only to please the 
teamsters, who previously had indorsed 
‘the attempt of the board of arbitration 
to settle the strike. 

There is Jack of evidence of their in- 
tention to make a serious effort to settle 
the controversy. President Curran, of the 
Freight Handlers’ Union, stated tonight 
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jthat the committees tomorrow morning 
| will insist upon the payment of 18 cents 
end hour instead of 171-2, which the rail- 
roads are reported to have offered. He 
also stated that the freight handlers wil] 
make no more overtures and hereafter 
will reject all proposals which shall not 
stipulate for the payment of the wage 
scale as formulated by the union and the 
recognition of the organization.

Knoxville Audience Told of Atlanta’s 
Saloon Regulations. 


Cc. K. VWOODWARD SPEAKS. 


Former Atlantan Addressing Anti- 
Saloon League Recommends At- 
larnta’s System for Knoxville. 


At a meeting in Knoxville, Tenn., yes- 
terday afternoon, of the Anti-Saloon 
League of that city, Professor C, K. 
Woodward, formerly of Atlanta, took 
occasion to point to Atlanta’s saloon 
regulations as model ones for other cities 
to follow. Professor Woodward referred 
to the three years ‘during which prohi- 
bition prevailed in Atlanta as the most 
prosperous period of the city’s history. 
His suggestion that Knoxville should 
adopt regulations similar to those now 
in force in Atlanta was received with 
applause by the audience. The follow- 
ing special from Knoxville tells of Pro- 
fessor Woodward's address: 

Knoxville, Tenn., July 13.—(Special.)— 
Professor C. K. Woodward, of Atlanta, 
was one of the speakers at a public 
meeting of North Knoxville Anti-Saloon 
League this @fternoon at Central Pres- 
byterian churecb, and told something of 
Atlanta as a prohibition town, and of 
restrictions now thrown about the saloon 
traffic in that city. 

“Atlanta, where I have lived for twen- 
ty-two years, was the first city in the 
south of over 60,000 population to have 
prohibition. 

“Prohibition prevailed three years, the 
mpst prosperous period in Atlanta’s his- 
tory. Tenants paid rent promptly, debts 
were paid, people were better clothed and 
were prosperous. 

“If it was not for the negro vote in 
Atlanta that city would have prohibt- 
tion today. So it is all over Georgia, 
the white people standing for God and 
humanity. Even now, saloons are regu- 
lated by high license, are compelled to 
close at certain hours, are not per- 
mitted to use screens, and are confined 
to a certain locality of the uptown gec- 
tion.” 

Professor Woodward was warmly 4ap- 
plauded for the suggestion that Knox- 
ville follow Atlanta’s example.

+ taking his text from Genesis vil, 16: 
“And the Lord shut him in.” 

‘The pastor said in part: 

“The text speaks for itself. It carries 
- @8 back to an ancient servant of God, 
* the first of the company of ‘the Lord’s 
 shut-ins.’ 
f “Noah went from. great activities, 
from scenes of toil and haste, from ham- 
mering and building, from God's out-of- 
doors of earth and sky and people and 
flowers, into a close and wearisome con- 
finement. The text puts it simply, ‘and 
the Lord shut him in.’ God nailed his 
Goor up for him hard and fast; shut 
him out from the beautiful world, from 
active pursuits, and for a long year held 


eS him prisoner in the ark of his own build- 


Ing. j;It is too soon yet to look ahead and 
say that the Lord will open that door 
and give him back his earth and sky and 
flowers cleansed and purified. Noah was 
not the sort of man to like that shut- 
in life. He was, we know, a convivial 
spirit, and, I doubt not, loved that open 
air and active life: one of those men, I 
should say, who would say: ‘I can’t bear 
confinement!’ The life of a ranger—a 
husbandman—a mover-about, was his. 
We cannot make Noah out an ascetic, a 
recluse, who rejoiced in close quarters 
| and retired life. I venture firm on him 
' that that big house with only one win- 
dow, only one door, and that shut tight, 
was not to his taste. But the point is, 
whatever was his liking, ‘the Lord shut

See the compensating thought 
of God even in the covenant. ‘With 
thee.’

If 
enything could be truer than this, it is 
this companion thought—that men do not 
know their wives, and wives do not know 
their husbands, and friends do not know 
their friends, till ‘shut in,’ the unim- 
agined love and kindness, like a flood, 
Sweeps over them. 

“I am not allowing for exceptions, 
‘they are so few, and such as there are 
are not respectable enough to mention 
here, when I say that what the busy 
man knows about his wife's love and 
devotion, the intensity of her affection 
for him, he has learned chiefly when he 
wag shut in for a time with sickness or 
trouble. And I am sure that wives know 
the true manliness of their husbands ac- 
cording to the revelation made when 
they were shut in to pain and weakness. 
She never would have imagined he could 
be 80 gentle and patient, such a ‘dear, 
g00g nurse,’ had it not been for that 
severe iliness of hers that shut them in. 


- And to all the ‘shut-ins,’ this compensa- 


tion comes. The cripple, the bed-ridden, 
the invalid, the afflicted and bereaved 
here and yonder, will tell you that their 
friends appear in a new glory to them 
Now they are shut in and cannot bequt 
in the world. 

“This is the cure for pessim!sm. Man's 
alleged inhumanity to man loses all point 
and truth in view of this: that the cheer- 
lest, hopefulest and most human loving 
people in the world are the Lord's ‘shut- 
ins." In the city of Boston there was 
born into a home one day a little one 
with a deformed foot.

“Mark again: Second. That Noah was 
shut in from ddnger and shut in to 
safety. 

“Outside storm and flood, outside death 
and lamentation; inside a sabattic calm 
of perfect security. I think Noah came 
out of the ark nota sadder, but a better 
man. One of his first steps was to set 
up an altar unto the Lord. Nota perfect 
man, human enough to forget and to 
lapse, but the current of his life is 
smoother and steadier. Shut in through 
those long months, withdrawn, snatched, 
So to speak, out of the tumult of. a 
wicked and a doomed world to the bosom 
of God, to think, to meditate, to feel his 
dependence; held in the strong grip of a 
loving jailor, schooled to quict and pa- 
tience; did he not grow a finer soul? And 
this we know, he was preserved from 
danger. The destruction which befell the 
world did not befall him. 

“The real perils of life are not in the 
hospitals and retreats. They are the cur- 
ing places for the diseases and sicknesses 
which are born in the highways of the 
outer world. The doors of the sick room 
Open, or try to open, toward health and 
restoration. The doors of the store and 
the office and the shop open toward pros- 
tration and-pain. This is for the. body. 
For the spirit, for the moral and real 
life, the argument holds firmer still. Shut 
in from the world is shut in to safety for 
the soul. The ravage and the death are 
outside. The danger of life to 
many a man is what he 
calls his good fortune, his _ health, 
immunity from the very experience that 
would shut the din of business and the 
shout of ambition out of his ears for 
a time and let the music of heaven in. 
I .know it is driving a point in an unus- 
ual direction to say this, and I do not 
mean to argue for individualism or for 
faith which cannot be active except when 
in distress. But it is well enough for us 
to be reminded that we should not wait 
for an enforced retirement, but that we 
should seek the sweet uses of adversity 
even in the day of prosperity. : 

“Finally, third, Noah was shut in for 
a great purpose. 

“He did not see it. Among those who 
did things by faith Paul did not forget to 
mention Noah. God was, through him, 
working out his mighty plan. This plan 
was too large and too deep for Noah to 
comprehend. God did not require that he 
should understand. He required only that 
he go in and be shut in, believing and 
obedient. He does not ask more of us. 

“kor the Lord’s ‘shut-ins’ this is God's 
purpose: He is the potter, we are the 
clay. He is designing a vessel of honor for 
his own glory and our good. He is the 
sculptor, we are the marble. He is carv- 
ing out His divine thought in us and for 
us. it will grace the temple of eternities. 
lf the marbie is refractory blame not the 
scuiptor. O, to be good clay and good 
marble, for the Great Designer’s. use! 
Meanwhile we are not merely sufferers. 
He giveth us light even upon today, 
though he fashions us for the eternal to- 
morrow. Il believe in the ministry of pain, 
the Gospel which the ‘Lord's shut-ins’ 
preach. We love to quote: ‘He maketh 
me to lie down in green pastures.’ Let 
us remember that some of us would never 
gee the green pastures did he not make 
us to ile down. Much of life’s blessed- 
ness is not to be seen from the haughty 
vision. Some glories are not to be viewed 
standing up. ‘he stars are clearest to him 
who hes prone with an upturned face. 
Heaven opens only as earth recedes. Job 
aftlicted is Job eniightened. 

‘I’m nearer my Father's house today 
than 1 ever was before.’ John Bunyan, 
shut in Bedford jail, walked step by step 
with the pilgrim up the delectable moun- 
tains. Martin Luther, prisoner for years 
in a monk’s cell, translated the Bible for 
the German common people. It was John, 
blind on Patmos, shut in by hemming 
seas, who saw the new heaven and the 
new easth of apocalyptic grandeur. 

‘and the Lord shut him in.’ Noah 
could not see al] God’s grand plan and 
purpose. But it was there; now we see 
it. We stagger at God's providences be- 
cause we see life fractionally. God sweeps 
the whole life at a glance, seeing the end 
from the beginning. We complain, we 
our one day of pain is as a 
thousand. But with Hima thousand is as 
but one day. ‘I cannot see, 1 cannot un- 
derstand, it fs a hard, hard providence it 
seems to me, to be shut in while others 
are out.’ O, thou of Httle faith, only 
listen and hear the swashing of the flood, 
only glance here through this window and 
see the wreck and the ruin outside! Lie 
down, there are green pastures, if you will 
lie down. feel the soft sward as a pillow, 
let the cool blades refresh your hot 
cheeks, 

“The flood passed and Noah was de- 
livered. We know him, history knows 
him, God knows him as the one who was 
shut in. This was one of God’s marks on 
his life. Thus God sets his mark upon 
His children. Sometimes the mark of 
martyrdom or the mark of prison or the 
mark of toil, but very often it is the 
simple mark of the shut-in experience. 
Whatever the mark, let us know it as 
God's. 

“Dr. Mack, a Scotchman and Baptist 
minister, who had been separated from his 
mother in his youth, sought her after an 
absence of many years. He knew _her in- 
stantly, but she would hot believe that the 
tall, grave, fine-looking minister could be 
her boy. When a child she had one day ac- 
cidentally wounded his wrist with a knife. 
To comfort him she had said: ‘Never 
mind, my bonny bairn, your mither wil] 
ken ye by that when ye are a man.’ And 
when his mother would not credit his 
identity he bared his arm and _6 said: 
‘Mither, mither, dinna ye ken that?” Ina 
moment they were in each other’s arms. 

“God never shuts us in by mistake or 
accident. His marks are aWj of kindness 
and of wisdom. He will ‘ken us’ by them 
in yonder land. Only lef us not hinder 
the Potter, busy with His clay, the Sculp- 
tor with his marble. The Master is at 
work, do not disturb Him.” 
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: FEDERAL PRISON. 
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Dr. A. R. Holderby, pastor of Moore 
Memorial church, preached yesterday af- 
ternoon at 3 o'clock at the _ fed- 
eral prison. The chorus choir of the 
church was present and furnished music 
for the service. 

Mr. Powell, a student from Columbia 
Theologica] seminary, who is at present 
supplying the Inman Park Presbyterian 
church, occupied the pulpig of Moore 
Memorial church yesterday morning. Dr. 


Holderby preached at the Inman Park 
church and administered the sacrament 


of the Lord’s Supper. 
Dr. Holderby’s text for the federal 


‘prison sermon was First Timothy i, 16: 


“This is a faithful saying and worthy 
of all acceptation, that Jesus Christ 
came into the world to save sinners.’’ In 
substance, the sermon follows: 

“To you, my dear men, who are shut up 
in these prison walls, I bring a glad, 
bright message today. I bring you the 
glad tidings of great joy that Jesus Christ 
came into the world to save sinners. We 
are all sinners and so this message is 
for each one of us. 

“The Apostle Paul, who was the chief 
of sinners, as he confesses, was saved, 
and if he was saved you can be saved. 
No one of us here today is a greater 
sinner than Paul was, He was a bilas- 
phemer and persecuter. He blasphemed 
tand persecuted Jesus Christ. He was 
guilty of murder and hated Jesus Christ 
with all his heart, and yet he was saved. 
He was the chief of sinners. If Paul 
was saved, you and J may be saved. 

“Let us see who it is that saves. It is 
Jesus Christ who came into the world 
to save sinners. This was His mission 
to earth. Andif He came to save sinners, 
rest assured that He will save; you and 
I may try to do many things and then 
fail, but not so with God. When God 
starts out to save sinners, He will save 
them. And if sinners are not saved, it 
is their own fault. 

“But why is it that Jesus Christ can 
save? First, He is God and is, therefore, 
able to save. I have no power tO Save 
you, nor can you save yourselves, but 
Jesus Christ can and will save you. He 
is able to save to the uttermost, the Bible 
says. 

“It matters not what great sinners you 
may be, Christ gan save you. You have 
sinned greatly, you say. Yes, that may 
be true, but Jesus Christ can and will 
forgive you for your sins. The president 
may never pardon you, but Ohrist will. 
He may not see fit to get you out of this 
prison, but He can pardon all your sins 
and sate you from eternal death. The 
first thing Christ does is to saye from 
sin. He saves from the power of sin. He 
takes away the desire to sip. He saves 
us from the guilt of sin. He saves from 
the pollution of sin. 

“This is what we all need first to be 
saved from sin in this life. It is sin that 
brings so much unhappiness ‘and misery 
in the world. God is not the author of 
evil. He did not bring sin into the world. 
But as sin has come into the world and 
all men have sinned, God so loved the 
world that He gave His Son Jesus Christ 
to redeem the world from sin and to 
save men from its power and pollution. 

“But you wish to know how Jesus 
Qhrist saves sinners, Christ saves by 
His blood. He gave His life for the life 
of the sinner. He died the just for the 
unjust that He might bring men from 
sin unto God. He takes the sinners’ place 
and meets the demands of God’s broken 
law. He purchases salvation from sin- 
hers by giving Himself a ransom. He 
paid the price that divine justice de- 
manded, so that sinners would not have 
to suffer and die for their sins, Christ 
paid the debt. Now you must know how 
Jesus Christ oan save you. Christ can 
Save only those who wish to be saved. 
He dges not force you into His king- 
dom. You must «accept Jesus Christ as 
your Savior, And now you ask why 
did Jesus Christ come into the world to 
Save sinners? He came to save you 
because He loved you. Jesus Christ does 
love sinners. He does not love, their 
sins, but He loves sinners. He it6ves us 
when we do not love Him. Christ loves 
to save. It is His nature to love. 

“Although your friends may forsake 
you, Jesus Christ loves you. You may 
forsake Christ, but He will never for- 
Sake you. He waits today to save you 
from all sin and to save you in heaven 
at last. This is thé good news I bring 
you today. Cast the burdens of your 
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Dr. Holtzclaw preeched on “What the 
Bible Says About Paying the Preacher.” 
His text was selected from first Corin- 
thians, sixteenth chapter, and first ana 
second verses: “Now concerning the col- 
lection for the saints, as I have given 
order to the churches of Galatia, even so 
do ye. Upon the first day of the week 
let <¢very one of you lay by him in store, 
as God has prospered him, that there be 
no gatherings when I come.” He said 
in part: 

“The close reading of the last chapter 
of Paul’ssfirst letter to the Corinthian 
church shows that he gives positive in- 
structions both with regard to the paying 
of the preacher and the helping of the 
weaker churches in carrying on their 
work. This latter is what we vall mis- 
sionary work. The apostle found it nec- 
essary to stir up the church on this 
questior, and what was true of the 
churches in that age is also true at the 
present time.# From the best information, 
within our reach, a large per cent of the 
membership of our strongest churches 
give nothing to current expenses. Indeed, 
it is feared that many coveteous people 
join the larger and stronger churches in 
order to have a better chance to dead- 
head it. But this dead-beating ‘s not 
ecnfined to the larger and wealthier 
churches. ‘This State of things, however, 
is always the fault of the church. Every 
member of the church should be either 
a contributor or a receiver. If one is too 
poor to give at all, he is poor enough 
to receive help. Much of the excuse mak- 
Ing on this question is mere pretense 
with either ignorance of the Bible or 
covetousness for its foundation. I will go 
& step further: If a man be a lover of 
Christ, whether in the church or out of 
it, he will contribute to the interests of 
Christ’s kingdom. if the love of Christ 
be in the heart it will not be a question 
of how much one is worth or how much 
one earns, but it will be one of privilege. 
Mary Magdalene, who had been a great 
sinner, wanted the privilege to pyt the 
precious ointment on her Savior’s head. 
She could bathe her Master's feet with 
her tears and wipe them with the hairs 
of her own head. Teh poor widow could 
put in her mite, and it was her all. The 
widow's mite, therefore, is not the least 
we may get off with, but it is all we 
possess. We are not commanded to 
give all we have, but to give as the Lord 
has prospered us. Let us vigw this sub- 
ject, as it covers three different periods 
in the world’s history. 

“1. The patriarchial age. Melchizedeck 
gave tithes to Abraham (Genesis, xiv, 
18-20). The former was a priest of the 
most high God, while the latter was only 
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a servant. Later on we find Abraham 
returning this compliment (Hebrews, vil, 
1-2). Moreover, we find that in the pa- 
triarchial age, the head of the family 
was priest for his own family, as 
such he offered sacrifices to God. rist 
has been offered a sacrifice once for all, 
but what are we doing to show our ap- 
preciation for God’s love? Are we among 
the cheerful giver that He loves? God 
expects service and sacrifice. We are 
Saved to serve. The fellow who. neither 
serves nor gives to the cause of Christ 
leaves himself open to suspicion. More 
than this, he will suffer for his neglect in 
some way. ‘He that knoweth his duty 
and doeth it not, shall. be beaten with 
many stripes.” The man who claims to 
be a Christian and does nothing for his 
Lord’s work is an enemy to Christ. ‘He 
that gathereth not with me scattereth 
abroad.’ 

“2. The Mosaical dispensation. The giv- 
ing of tithes did not pass out of use 
when the patriarchial age passed away. 
Indeed, it seems to have gotten vastly 
more forceful. Moses commanded the 
tithes to be given. The blessing of God 
was discontinued on Israel because they 
failed to give as God had prospered tiem. 
(Malachi, iii, 8-10.) ‘Will a man rob God? 
Yet ye have robbed me. But ye say, 
Wherein have we robbed thee? In: tithes 
and offerings. Ye are cursed with a 
curse: for ye have robbed me, even this 
whole nation. , Bring ye in all the tithes 
into the store house, chat there may be 
meat in my house, and prove me now 
herewith, saith the Lord of Hosts, if I 
will not open you the windows of heaven, 
and pour you out a blessing, that there 
shall not be room enough to re@ive it.’ 
The tithe system is one-tenth of the 
annual income or earnings. If a man 
gets $1,000 a year, his dues to his church, 
including missions and all other inter- 
ests, would be $100. Some do not con- 
sider the tithe system binding, but.J 
have never known a church to adopt 
it and carry :t out that did not greatly 
prosper in every way.- People are rob- 
bing God today and His cause is suffer- 
ing as a result of it. 

‘3. The gospel age. Beginning with this 
subject in the patriarchial age and run- 
ning through the Mosaical to the Chris- 
tian, what seemed to be a bud develops 
into the full-grown flower. The charac- 
ter of the preacher is given (I Timothy, 
iii, 1-7) and the charcter of those who 
are to look after the financial obligations 
of the church is given in the six verses 
following, while the purpose of the deacon 
is set forth in the first six verses of the 
sixth chapter of the Acts of the Apostles, 
The mutual relation of preacher and 
chureh is given (Romans, x, 14) 80 oOb- 
viously that no one can fail to understand 
it. The conditions of his services are 


plainly set forth in the epistle from which 


eur text is taken from (I Corinthians, ix, 
7-14), and these conditions conclude with 
the following language: ‘Even so hath 
the Lord ordained that they which preach 
the gospel should live of the gospel.’ Our 
text plainly sets forth the law of giving, 
and there are three points in it which 
should govern every contributor: 1. Who 
should give—the church. 2 How much 
to give—‘as the Lord hath prospered you.’ 
3. When to give—‘upon the first day of 
the week.’. This liberality can no more 
stop with the local church than the great 
commission to teach all nations. A 
church that is always receiving and gives 
nothing out is like the pool that has no 
outlet. It becomes impure and all that 
it possesses dies. ‘There is that with- 
holdeth and yet tendeth to poverty.’ x 
a 
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A large congregation was present to 
hear Dr. Wilmer yesterday morning.

The rector said: 

“Nations, or individuals, who do not 
avail themselves of the study of the past 
cannot have any idea of the future. We 
can learn political science from both 
sacred and profane history, but, for 
spiritual intelligence, we must look to the 
Bible. 

“The children of Israel, when in trouble, 
sought aid very naturally from the sur- 
rounding nations. These surrounding 
nations were wicked. .Entanglement with 
foreign nations, and going into sin and 
not repenting can result in no good. 
God, through His. prophet, threatened 
His people for reposing confidence in the 
Egyptians. 

“Egypt was flesh, not the spirit; man 
not God; the shadow and not the sub- 
stance. The spiritual is stronger than the 
physical. What should the Israelites have 
done? Put faith and trust in God. They 
should have forsaken their sins, and re- 
turned to God. 

‘God is independent of all laws of na- 
ture. If He can use the means of na- 
ture, He does so. But if they do not ac- 
cord withsHis plans, He is independent. 
It is right to take medicine. Medicine is 
the means of saving one’s life, and, there- 
fore, God does not come in and save a 
person from death unless something is 
done for thé person or by the person him- 
self. 

“Salvation means triumph spiritually. 
How applicable is this to those who are 
downcast, out of heart, and depressed! 
Many of these resort to cocaine, mor- 
phine, whisky and other stimulants to 
raise their spirits. ‘Woe, indeed, is the 
man that goes dowa to Egypt for help.’ 
How much better to trust in God!”

In preparing your personal outfit use 
yOur everyday knowledge as far as it will 
go; then fall back on your tommon 
Sense, Take two complete suits of warm, 
comfortable, durable clothing. You must 
have a raincoat and heavy waterproof 
shoes. Don’t forget your tooth brush, 
soap, towels and little things nécessary 
to your comfort at home. 

Make your personal outfit complete, but 
keep it within the limits of easy transpor- 
tation, and pack it so that it will stand 
rough handling. Almost any tent sold 
by a reputable dealer will do. You need 
two blankets and a rubber sheet for 
your bed. Have your cooking and table 
utensils of stout ware. Patent stoves and 
bake ovens are a luxury, not a necessity, 
but there should be one large alcohol 
lamp or small kerosene stove in the 


party. 

In selecting provisions keep close to the 
Staples, and pack everything as if you 
expected to be shipwrecked every twenty- 
four hours. Avoid all canned goods ea- 
cept concentrated soups. Use bacon in- 
stead of lard for frying. In camp bacon 
is civilization’s best gift to man; there- 
fore have plenty of it. Pitch your tent 
on high ground in an open space where 
the sun shines freely. Face it to the east. 
If possible have the ground slope from 
back to front. Dig a trench at the. back 
and sides. Pull the canvas taut, and see 
that it reaches to the ground. Thus shail 
the floods descend and you keep dry 
within. 

Nature has provided your bed at hand. 
The springs are slender hemlock boughs 
laid with the curve up. The mattress is 
a thick layer of fragrant cedar.

Going to Kentucky he was elected presi- 
dent of a dig coal mine, but at the end 
of two years the stockholders elected an- 
other man in his place. Thornton real- 
ized the fact that many of the stock- 
holders hardly knew him, and he went 
td work quietly to get better acquainted 
with them. He gave elegant entertain- 
ments and his Javish hospitality made him 
very popular. When the next election oc- 
curred he was again made president of this 
mining company, holding the position until 
he and his wife sold out for a cool half 
million, 

Iu Georgia Colone) Thornton was an ac- 
tive politician twenty-five years ago. He 
was a candidate in one or mote congres- 
sional races; received a good vote as 4 
candidate for delegate to the constitu- 
tional convention of 1877 and was the first 
journalist to bring out Alexander H. Ste- 
pheng for the governorship. 

At present tne colonel devotes his lei- 
sure time to writing fiction. His second 
and latest novel, “The Lady of New Or- 
leans,” has found many readers, and is 
selling rapidly. The genial author has 
some eccentricities and peculiarities well 
known to his acquaintances, but his old 
friends have been loyal] to him from first 
to last and this fact alone is a tribute of 
which any man might yell feel proud. 


An old-timer who read a recent para- 
graph about James L. Dunning in this 
column recalls am amusing incident in 
his life. 

A few years before the civil war qgne 
of the most famous phrenologists in this 
country visited Atlanta. At one of his 
exhibitions he was blindfolded, at his 
request, and the audience selected Dun- 
ning and Rev. .Al@ander Means as sub- 
jects for examination. 

These two took seats on the stage and 
the phrenologist, who knew nothing about 
them, proceeded to pass his hands over 
their heads, The people present knew that 
Medins was a scholar, scientist, poet, an 
eloquent preacher and president of Emo- 
ry college. They knew Dunning as a self- 
made man of great political] common 
gense, but matter-of-fact, and neither Iit- 
erary nor religtous. 

In blissful ignorance of all this, the 
great phrenologist fingered the heads of 
his subjects and attempted to describe 
their characters and qualities. He spoke 
of Dr. Means ag a very ordinary man, not 
remarkable in amy way for ability or at- 
tainments—simply an average person who 
would not attract attention anywhere or 
do anything of note, 


This tickled the audience, and good old 
Dr. Means was very restless. But the fun 
was yet to come. Dunning was described 
as a man of extraordinary talent, a schol- 
ar, scientist—a man of first-class lit- 
erary capacity, a genuine poet, a deeply 
religious man and @ master of the art of 
whetoric. . 

During this deScription the audience 
applauded, laughed and finally howled 
with delignt. The uproar was so great 
that the examination was abruptly 
brought to qa close, and the phrenologist 
took severa}] leading citizens aside and 
asked for an explanation. He was told 
what he had said about Means did not fit 
the case in amy sense, and he was also 
informed that his description of Dunning 
was just what people said of Means. 

The professor tried to excuse his fail- 
ure, but he could not satisfy anybody, 
and «as the Atlanittans were disposed to 
guy him he left the city without giving 
another exhibition.

SIGNS OF THE OLD TIMES. 


Ancient and Curious Signboards of 
Great Britain. 


London Pall Mall Gazette:. Long before 
education was universal and when houses 
were unnumbered and many streets were 
unnamed, but took their cognomen from 
the wares vended therein, it was the 
custom for all traders, without exception, 
to hang out signs above their doorways 
in order to make their establishments and 
callings the better known, and in the 
following lines we purpose citing some 
of the more curious and quaint, in this 
connection including some referring to 
houses for the refreshment of man and 
beast, the proprietors of which are about 
the only traders who have kept green the 
memory of signs and signboards. Most 
persons are acquainted with the quaint 
present-day sign of ‘“‘The Case Is Alter- 
ed,’’ opposite the gates of Kensal Green 
cemetery, but it may not be so generally 
known that it was a cobbler who adopted 
the following sign when he took to the 
calling of a licensed victualer: ‘‘Search 
all the town over, and you'll find good 
ale at the Last.’’ On the Hounslow road 
in former times was to be seen this sign: 
“Poor Jack striving to live.’”’ At the 
sign of the “Snail’’ was to be found this 
or at a house on the King’s 
road: 


“The snail is slow, 
And I am low; 

What dye think? 
Pray stop and drink.’ 


In the days of Walpole, on the Green- 
wich road, an old house bore the sign, 
“Stand Fast, Sir Robert,’’ showing a 
little fat man straddling upon two hogs- 
heads. In Old Fish street was formerly a 
house bearing the sign of the ‘“‘Labor in 
Vain,”” the board showing two women 
trying to scrub a negro white; and in 
Oxford street was the ‘‘Load of Mischief,’ 
showing a man bearing on his back a 
woman and a monkey, the former with a 
glass of gin in her hand. This sign has 
been attributed to Hogarth, and certainly 
it is painted in his style. The house is 
now known as the ‘Primrose.’ ‘The 
‘‘Moonrakers” in the borough derives its 
name from the term age to the natives 
of Wiltshire, while the ‘“‘Bag o’ Nails’ 
at Chelsea is a corruption of the Bac- 
chanals, the original signboardg showing 
satyrs dancing and carousing around a 
figure of Bacchus. In Clerkenwell was 
the “Pickled Egg,’ and near Knaresbor- 
ough in Yorkshire the ‘Ass in a Band- 
box,” upon a signboard being shown a 
figure of Napoleon the Graat, in full uni- 
form, sitting on a donkey, which stands 
on a bandbox which is floating across the 
English channel, and bearing this inscrip- 
tion: ‘‘Me vill make de Jean Bull trem- 
ble now I have found out de grande con- 
veyance.” The signboard is still in ex- 
istence, but the establishment to which 
it belonged 1s no longer an inn. Nearly 
every one knows the little public house 
at Land’s End, the signboard of which 
bears on one side “The Last Inn in Eng- 
land,” and on the other “The First Inn in 
England,”’ but it may not be s0 generally 
known that at Witcombe, near Glou- 
cester there is an inn at the bottom of a 
hill which also has a double signboard 
with these two !nscriptions: 

Before the hill you do go up 
Step in and have a cheering cup. 


and on the reverse side— 

, You’re down the hill, all danger past, 
Come in and drink a friendly glass. 
At Falmouth some time since the writer 

saw a signboard with the following in- 

scription: 

Temperance Hottel. 

Ellen Tone sells, here, 

Lemonade and Gingur Beer, 

Cow hels and tripe every friday 

Sekond hand cloes to make ee tidy, 

Crox and kittles, pans, an’ all 

And Godley Bukes to save yer sole, 

Man-traps, gins, and patterns likewise, 

And on Saturday nights Hot Mutton 

Pies. 

We hope this is a genuine signboard— 
and your fascia writer plays strange 
pranks with the English language—but 
like the Scotsman, we ‘“ha’e oor douts.”’ 
Another signboard to be seen at the 
same establishment contained the follow- 
ing lines: 

Jeremiah Nute. 

Dealer in Cod Liver Oil and Treacle, Tur- 

key, Rhubarb, Tarts and Mustard. Saws, 

Hammers, Winnowing Machines, Clogs, 

W heel-barrows, “Frying-pans, and other 

Moosical Hinstruments. : 

Men they have many faults, 
But woman has but two; 
Nothing's right that they say, 
And nothing’s right they do. 

The Town Arms Inn, Lostwithiel, for- 
merly had this on its signboard: 


Since man to man has been unfust 

I do not know what man to trust, 

I have trusted many to my sorrow, 

So pay today and trust tomorrow. 
J. STEVENS, Landlord (1832). 


The following odd sign comes from a 
Gloucestershire village: : 

Johnny Overy lives here, teaches music 
by steam; egg merchant and parish clerk, 
pig killer and bellman. J. O. sells red 
herrings and raisins, parasols and pistols, 
barm and sand, fiddle strings and flour, 
tripe, dubbing. and all kinds of hard- 
ware but treacle, 

At Coopersdale, Essex, there was some 
years since at the “‘Queen Victoria,” a 
signboard bearing the following:

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RAILWAY NOTES. 


The Cab Not Moving Forward. 

From the remarks of ‘‘The Inspector” im 
the last issue of The Railway Age it ap- 
pears that the engineer will still be able 
to say to the fireman: ‘‘Throw in a little 
more coal,” and that the fears expressed 
by many that in a few years all locomo- 
tive cabs would be found over the pilots 
are groundless. ‘‘The Inspector’ says: 

“Of course, I have no objection to the 
building of loGomotive cabs in front of 
the boiler. I object, however, to the basis 
upon which an exchange predicates the 
statement that ‘it Is altogether probable 
that there will be many engines built in 
the near future with the cab located in 
front of the boiler’ The basis for this 
assumption is the construction of a few 
experimental locomotives in Italy two or 
three years ago—one of which was on 
exhibition at the Paris exposition of 1900 
and illustrated in The Railway Age at 
the time—and the North Pacific Coast 
oil-burning locomotive, which was also 
illustrated in The Railway Age about 
four months ago. 

“Much as these locomotives doubtless 
have to commend them, I doubt their in- 
fluence In setting the fashion in cabs. 
The North Pacific Coast engine looks as 
if everything above the running gear had 
been picked up by a Kansas cyclone ana 
set down in reverse order; or as if the 
men in the erecting shop who were hand- 
ling the traveling crane forgot whether 
the wheels were treaded in or out and 
hadn’t time to find out; while as to the 
Italian engine—well, we expect all kinds 
of locomotive eccentricities from a coun- 
try that is a neighbor to France. 

“The writer whose space-filling has 
furnished my text mentions the front-end 
cab as a logical outgrowth or. evolu- 
tion from the camel-back, by which term 
he seems to mean the Wootten firebox 
type, but as he mentions in the same 
breath that in many American-built loco- 
motives for foreign service the engineer’s 
seat has been removed from the right to 
the left side on account of the increasing 
volume of locomotive boilers, he may 
be suffering only from _ confusion of 
thought, The mention of the Wootten 
type; however, suggests one of the difficul- 
ties in the way of the pilot cab. It Is 
only a few years since the legislature of 
New York had under consideration the 
compulsory presence of three men on an 
engine—not for the reasons for which 
three men are now employed as an en- 
gine crew on some roads, but for the 
reason that the Wootten construction 
necessitates the separation of the engine- 
man and fireman beyond helping or hall- 
ing distance. The Atlantic type of engine 
with its numerous successors, known 
under various names, but of which the 
prominent characteristics is the wide fire- 
box over trailing Wheels, is a conspicuous 
instance of the effort that has been 
made to get away from the forward- 
located cab. The proportion of Atlantics 
in lists of locomotives recently ordercd 
indicates how well it fills the bill. 

‘“‘No, the cab is not moving forward. It 
got half way on one type of engine, but 
it is going back to its original position. 
Engineman and fireman will still be com- 
pelled to dwell in peace and harmony 
under a single cab roof—unless, indeed, 
other roads with a leaning toward the 
Wootten type follow the lead of the Cen- 
tral of New Jersey in making the roomy 
cab provision for the fireman which 
characterizes the ten-wheel passenger 
locomotives which that road has-just put 
in service.’’ 


Per Diem is Working Well. 

A recent issue of The Indianapolis 
Journal says: 

“The per diem system has been )n 
operation one week and the roads are 
more than pleased with the results. It 
was known that there would be more 
prompt handling of freight cars with this 
system, but the ease with which reform 
comes is gratifying to transportation offi- 
cials, and it is thought that in time it 
will become even more satisfactory. An- 
other feature is the change to greater 
strictness with which the roads are en- 
forcing demurrage charges or rules. The 
roads must account for every car held 
over time on their lines, and this is mak- 
ing the roads more eager to get cars 
placed and unloaded than was the case be- 
fore, and the roads are showing no hesi- 
tancy in enforcing the per diem rules. At 
local stations many shippers have been 
in the habit of ordering cars a week or 
two ahead and then loading them as @e.- 
sired. Several of the roads have issued 
circulars announcing demurrage for loaa- 
ing cars so placed and not forwarded at 
once. The cost of reform in additional 
clerk hire will be smaller than has been 
predicted... Car service men who ‘were 
disposed to oppose its introduction are 
coming over to the other side.”’ 


Spikes and Cinders. 


The Richmond, Fredericksburg and Po- 
tomac and the Washington Southern, 
forming the 115-mile line between Wash- 
ington and Ricnmond, are to be double- 
tracked the entire distance. A contract 
for the first 20 miles out of Richmond has 
already been let. The work involves more 
than double-tracking, as part of the line 
is to be entirely rebuilt to eliminate curva- 
ture. It is understood that the work will 
require a year for its completion. 

These two roads carry a very heavy 
traffic, as all business, botn passenger and 
freight, of the Seaboard Air Line, South- 
ern railway, Atlantic Coast Line, Penn- 
sylvania, Baltimore and Ohio and Chesa- 
peake and Othio between Washington and 
Richmond passes over them, 


The current issue of The United States 
Investor says: 

‘The gross earnings of forty-seven roads 
for the fourth week of June were $11,055,- 
331, against $10,168,919 for the fourth week 
of June, 1901, an increase of $876,412. Thir- 
ty-six roads show increases and eleven 
decreases. Since July 1 the roads referred 
to above earned $442,045.25, an increase of 
$36,131,102 over the $405,914,152 reported for 
the corresponding period last year. For 
the longer period forty-two show increases 
and five decreases. 

“For the month of June fifty-two roads 
earned $38,576,076, an increase of $2,801,166 
over the $35,774,910 reported for the month 
of June, 1901.”’
